This is the kind of person who 
is most en arrested for for- 
gery. swindling, offering worthless 
ehecks, petty thieving and other 
crimes of stealth and scheme. He 
has become a criminal simply be- 
cause he could not {eome would 
say would not) earn a living by 
manual labor, and was not well 
enough educated or ~ trained ‘to 
make a living by mental work. 

Parents who have children of 
this temperament should make 
any sacrifice necessary in order to 
give the child an education. Give 
him a chance—he may not be able 
to earn a living with his. hands 
and he could make a fortune with 
his head. 

Itis the privi of the teacher 
to encourage «4 ilé of this tem- 
perament to prepare for a profes- 
sional career—show them that 
their mental qualifications make 
mental training absolutely neces- 
sary for them. 

An emploger has a two-fold rea- 
son for putting a man the 
thinker type in the right place and 
giving him the proper training.

Having chosen an ex-President 
as a specimen of the mental tem- 
perament I also eelected «4 picture 
of another to illustrate the motive 
temperament. It is barely possible 
that Lincoln is a better epecimen 
of the motive temperament than 
| Roosevelt, because in the later part 
his Mr. Roosevelt became 
'“heavy eet.” thereby taking on 

characteristice of the vital type.

The physical characteristics of a 
person of the “pure” motive 
temperament are: He is square 
built, his face is square, so are his 
shouldera and hands, his frame is 
bony and muscular, his hands und 
feet large. 

He loves activity and motion for 
‘Himself and he is int in 
anything that moves. He is in- 
terested in ahy sort of construction 
work. He ia the type that bullds 
railroads and operates them. He 
in an explorer, soldier, sailor and 
athlete. lie builds and drives 
automobiles, airplanes. and en- 
gines. He excels in all kinds of 
outdoor sports and games. 

The predominant characteristic 
of the motive type is his love of 
mechanical things. As a boy he 
builda toy machines, waterwheels, 
play houses and dams. All boys 
have a desire to take the family 
clock to pieces and usually do, but 
this type of boy puts it back to- 
gether again so that it will run. 

A man of this type has a capaci- 
ty for manval labor. He has the 
physic! capacity and loves activity 
and motion. Whenever you «find 
a group of men at work with their 
hands, you will find that those 
who are successful are of this tem- 
perament. ~. 

Lest I be thisunderstood, let me 
assure you'that a person of the 
nfetive temperament is by no 
means condemned to a life of hard 
work because stich men as Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Lincoln, LaFay~ 
ette, Foch, Pershing, as well as 
Roosevelt, were predominantly of 
this temperament. 

A motive person dislikes con- 
finement or restraint. He is 
cramped in an office, a store, or
